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The Southwest Community 
Responds: Nearly $40,000 
Pledged Toward Waterside 
Mall and Waterside Study

B ecause the impact of the Environmental Protection 
Agencyfs (EPA) move from Waterside Mall could 
profoundly jeopardize the economic stability of the 
area, the Southwest community is beginning to coa- 
esce around concern for its own future as it has never had to 
lo. 

“It’s just like a military base closing,” says Dr. Marc Weiss, 
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president of SWNA (Southwest Neighborhood Assembly). 
about the relocation of 4,500 federal employees. Southwest 
Washington was developed around the presence of the fed¬ 
eral government,” he said, and “it is unconscionable for the 
feds to leave our community in the lurch without plans to 
bring in a new agency.” According to Margaret Feldman, 
chair of the SWNA Waterside Mall/Waterfront Task Force, 
“we want to make sure that local businesses and property 
values don’t go down the drain when the EPA leaves. That 
is why the community is mobilizing around this grassroots 
effort.” 

In just a few days since the publication of the last 
Southwester, neighborhood community associations repre¬ 
senting hundreds of homeowners have pledged more than 
$8,000 toward the anticipated Urban Land Institute study of 
Waterside Mall and Waterfront redevelopment. Harbour 
Square, River Park, Tiber Island Co-ops, and Town Square 
Towers (700 7th Street) have each contributed $2,000 quali¬ 
fying them as official co-sponsors of the fundraising effort 
organized by SWNA. The Edgewater condominium associ¬ 
ation has weighed in as an official contributor, with a $500 
donation. Contributions from individual citizens total more 
than $2,000. 

Support for the future of the Southwest community has

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SWNA Surveys 
Waterside Mall Patrons

“ring the summer, it became clear to SWNA that in order to find a solution to the problems brought about by 
I ithe EPA’s upcoming departure, we needed to know as much as possible about the Waterside Mall. SWNA, 
with the help of Jennifer Ray, the SWNA summer business intern, and Rocketa Gillis, the Urban Alliance 
intern, developed and administered a survey of Waterside Mall patrons during July and August this year. 

The survey was developed by Jennifer Ray with some help from this author. The goal of the survey project was 
to gather information about current shoppers at Waterside Mall. Questions asked about consumer likes and dislikes, 
as well as suggestions for improvement. Standard household demographic information, such as the information col¬ 
lected in the US Census, was collected to allow the results to be compared to the city, region or entire country and 
to make the information more useful to businesses who are or may become a part of the Southwest community. 

Bresler and Reiner, Inc. allowed the interviewers to administer the survey at the Waterside Mall from the 6th of 
August to the 13th of August, between the hours of 10am and 9pm. The interviewers, local high school graduates 
who were funded by DC SummerWorks,

Gillis, Juanita James, Nam Pham, and George 
Young. Special thanks also go to Rocketa 
Gillis who entered survey results into the 
database for analysis. 

The survey results are now being analyzed. 
A total of 167 responses were obtained. 
Approximately 60% of respondents were 
women, while 40% were men. The ethnic 
mix of respondents reflects the diverse neigh¬ 
borhood of Southwest. The majority of 
respondents were Black (62%), but there 
were also White (28%), Asian (2%), African 
(1%), Indian (1%), Hispanic (1%) and other 
(5%) ethnic groups represented. 

As expected, the majority of Waterside 
Mall patrons are from Washington. The sur¬ 
vey found that currently, approximately 29%

additional 2% call other parts of the District 
home, for a total of 55% of respondents. 

Survey respondents also return home 
throughout the metropolitan region, including Prince George’s Co, (16%), Fairfax Co. (6%), Montgomery Co! (5%), 
Arlington (4%). and Alexandria (3%). Surprisingly, it seems some respondents also visit the mall from as fir away 
as West Virginia and South Carolina.

The DC Federation of Civic Associations has taken for¬ 
mal action to debate and vote at its general 


assembly meeting in December whether to recommend to 
the proper city authorities and committee on ANC’s to 
, eliminate altogether the ANC system that exists in this city. 
The motion was made by the Federation’s two former pres¬ 
idents, the Federation’s presently held First Vice President, 
Helen Talley, and a Palisades Civic group’s delegate, Dr. 
; Sheila Gray. . . ^ . 

This drastic action, rarely taken by the Federation in its 
70-year history, is being pushed in light of the recent.scan- 
dals affecting several ANC’s whose officers have been 
either accused or indicted for misuse of ANC’s funds. The 
former wife of Mayor Barry, who was ANC Chair of her 
, local ANC, is one of those being accused by the U S. 
1 Attorney’s office. 

Some of the criticisms brought up by individual’officers 
, and members of the DC Federation are that some ANC’s 
don’t even have monthly meetings, misuse of the funds 
allocated to them, dilute the role and function of civic asso- 
ciations in the same communities whose groups are made 
up of unpaid volunteers. Additional criticisms are that the 
, ANC;s are used by the Mayor and City Council as political 
vehicles to further their own candidacies, influence public 
opinion and affect zoning permissions and licenses' through 
their official “advisory” role. 

It was in 1972 that the United S tates Congress legislat¬ 
ed into existence the ANC system as a one-of-a-kind 
experimental model for the country to observe and evalu¬ 
ate. Never before had the local government allocated funds 
for local citizen efforts (from $30,000 to $100,000 or more 
, a year) to fund the operations of each of the 36 ANC’s in 
the District of Columbia. 

Many civic associations in the District have mostly had 
a long-running feud and competitive posture toward

The 
teaching staff from Leckie, Ms. Porter, Ms. Keith, Ms 
Suddreth, Mr. Oliver and aide Ms. Mayfield seemed to 
enjoy the neatly decorated hallways and spacious play 
areas of Amidon. The quiet tone of the building made the 
visitors feel right at home. Two of the guest teachers were 
seen visiting nearby Waterside Mall during their lunch 
hour. They seemed delighted with this familiar Southwest 
amenity. Other students from Leckie went to Anthony 
Bowen and Patterson, also in Southwest, as well as 
Turner, M.C. Terrell and Green E.S. in order to facilitate 
continued learning during the displacement. 

On Friday, October 17 1997, students from Leckie were 
able to return to their own campus. Both students and 
teachers were grateful for a new experience, but also 
pleased to return to their own classrooms. That same 
morning General Julius S. Becton, Superintendent of 
Schools, along with two from his staff, toured the Leckie 
facility and inspected repairs to the building. Now after a 
hectic week, things appear to be back to normal. 


le Eliminated? 

ANC’s since the ANC’s came into existence almost 25 
years ago. Traditionally, the civic associations have repre¬ 
sented citizen’s interest and pushed for improved quality 
of life issues, as volunteers, in their respective communi¬ 
ties. 

When the ANC’s entered the picture, being given “offi¬ 
cial advisory” roles by the local government, and sums of 
money to staff their offices, the civic associations began to 
see a redirection of respect and recognition of its role in 
the community. Business and other interests refocused 
their community presentations and requests to the ANC’s 
because of the government’s artificially imposed authori¬ 
ty. The civic associations have felt that the influence of 
money, local government politics and artificial “authority” 
has adversely affected the purer spirit of volunteerism in 
America. Community activists also feel that Congress’ 
“Home Rule” actions have not enhanced democracy nor 
participatory government, but actually cut at the heart of 
civic responsibility of its citizens. ANC supporters point 
out that the civic groups are jealous, petty and also guilty 
of some financial indiscretions from time to time. 

The Southwest Neighborhood Assembly’s executive 
committee voted at its November 3rd meeting to address 
and study the issue for recommendation to the DC 
Federation, for which it is a member, at its next SWNA 
executive meeting scheduled for December 1st. 

There appears to be a respectful working relationship 
between the local southwest ANC 2D and the communi¬ 
ty’s civic association, the Southwest Neighborhood 
Assembly. Some tensions have arisen in the past, but 
appears not to have internal and external problems of 
many other communities in the District. 

However, while the DC Federation recognizes that there 
are some individual examples of positive community 
efforts by the two groups, overall, the city’s two programs, 
ANC’s and civic association, are counter-productive for 
the city and individual communities. Federation advocates 
of the elimination of the ANC’s are asking their individual 
federation delegates to vote for the overall interest of the 
city even when their local community experience may be 
tolerable.

now reached Capitol Hill. As reported in the November 
issue of the Southwester, D.C. Delegate Eleanor Holmes 
Norton has endorsed this effort and is asking the EPA and 
the General Services Administration to assist Southwest in 
making a smooth post-EPA transition. (See page 9 for the 
complete text of Delegate Norton’s letter.) Other contribu¬ 
tions, at press time, include a $2,000 pledge from Ward Two 
Council Member Jack Evans and $2,000 from Waterside 
Mall merchant Senate Cleaners. 

Pledges now total nearly $40,000, and proposals for thou¬ 
sands more dollars are in the pipeline. It is hoped that the 
funds necessary to begin the study will be raised within the 
next few weeks. An update of the fundraising effort will be 
presented at the next SWNA community-wide meeting on 
November 24.

I am writing about an urgent matter affecting the future of our city. The Southwest Waterfront 
community, one of our strongest and most diverse neighborhoods, is in jeopardy. The United States 
Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) has been headquartered at the Waterside Mall in that 
community' for over two decades. Now, the EPA is in the process of moving to a new headquarters 
downtown. At present, the federal government has no plans to find a replacement tenant for the 
'■Waterside' Mall.

The economic and social impact of the EPA’s move could be devastating. The EPA occupies 
more than 1 million square feet of office space at the site, with nearly 4,500 employees working at the 
Waterside Mall. Many small businesses in the area depend on the EPA’s presence there and may be 
forced to close. In addition, property values and the housing market in the neighborhood could 
decline. In short, the EPA’s move could devastate the Southwest Waterfront community. 


I am already working with Southwest Waterfront community leaders to help find a solution to 
this impending crisis. The first step is to assemble a nationally-recognized group of real estate and 
land use experts from the Urban Land Institute (ULI) to meet with civic leaders and community 
stakeholders, provide an objective, independent assessment of the situation, and make 
recommendations on the Southwest Waterfront community’s future. I will be one of the cosponsors of 
this Advisory Services Panel. 


I write to make a personal appeal to you, as a community leader and concerned citizen, to 
contribute to this effort. While the ULI panelists will contribute one week of their time “pro bono,” the 
costs of travel, meals and lodging, printing the report, and other related expenses are $100,000. We 
must raise these funds from our Washington area supporters in order to conduct this vital, practical 
analysis. The ULI Panel’s report and recommendations can serve as the blueprint for a partnership 
between the federal government, the private sector, and the Southwest Waterfront community to save 
the Waterside Mall and improve the neighborhood. I urge you to send your contributions to the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly at 426 G Street, S.W.,-Washington, D.C. 20024.
